L ast Sunday the eft’iclent com ­ 
m ittee, con sistin g of I^uther Lashniet 
and Miss M attie Ator, succeeded so 
well in preparing a paper on “Our 
p la g ,” tiiat it was thought tim ely 
lo give th e public the benefit of such 
good in form ation on a subject that 
should m ean so much to every citi­ 
zen of our glorious republic. 


Our splendid national emblem is a 
iVery 
fam iliar sigh t to the young 
pfeople of th is great nation. i)ut it is 
probable th a t very many who hail it 
with 
en th u siastic cheers are (luite 
ignorant >of th e circum stancos which 
;gavte rise Ito 
its adoption. 
Prob­ 
ably all A m ericans believe (hat they 
know th eir national flag when they 
see it, yet m any are certainly unaide 
to distin gu ish between the standard 
stars and strip es and its spurious im i­ 
tations. 
It is desirable for all to re­ 
member th at the flag is not a hap­ 
hazard arrangem ent 
of alternating 
stripes o f red and white, with stars 
on a blue field, but an enilileni fash­ 
ioned in a m anner prescribed by law 
and official regulations. 


There is a strik in g resemblance be­ 
tween th e design of our flag and the 
arms of G eneral W ashington, which 
consisted of three stars in the upper 
portion and tliree bars running across 
the escu tch en , and it is believed by 
many th at th e Am erican flag was de­ 
rived from th is heraldic design. 
A 
careful in vestigation of the facts re­ 
veals the truth that several flags were 
used by th e people of the state be­ 
fore the present one was adopted. 
The rattlesn ak e, the pine tree and 
the stripes in the various designs of 
the various colonies were among th«‘ 
flags w hich appeared before the I'm ! 
of .Tune, 1777 on which date con­ 
gress adopted the follow ing: 
“ Re­ 
solved, 'I'hat th e flag of the thirteen 
United S ta tes be thirteen stripes, a l­ 
ternate red and w hite; that the union 
be thirteen stars, w hite in a blue 
field, rep resen tin g a new constella­ 
tion.” 
A fter the adoption of this 
resolution - a stripe w as added for 
every.- new state, but as it became 
m anifest, th a t in tim e the beauty of 
;^the, em blem wonld be marred by the 
enorm ous proportion acquired with 
additional sta tes, congress reduced 
the 
stripes 
to 
the 
original 
thirteen, and th e stars were made to 
correspond w ith the number of the 
states. 


A new spaper of the tim e, still kept 
in' the govern,m ent archives, said: 
“By 
this 
regulation 
the 
thirteen 
stripes w ill represent th e number of 
states w hose valor 
and 
resources 
originally effected Am erican Independ­ 
ence and additional stars will mark 
th e increase of the states since the 
present constitution. 


No act has since been passed by 
congress altern atin g this feature of 
the flag, and th e standard Is the sam e 
as origin ally adopted, except as to 
the numl^er of stars in its union. 


In the war wMth Mexico the na­ 
tional flag bore tw enty-nine stars in 
its uni'On: during th e civil war it had 
thirty-five in its union; from .Inly 4, 
1891 to July 4, 1908, it had forty- 
five stars, and now It has forty-six. 
The la st star being added the 4th 
of th is m onth, whilfeh is the date set 
for alterin g th e flag. 


Perhaps no flag on sea or land 
show s its grace and beauty of design 
as w ell os th e em hlem of the United 
States, as its proportions are perfect 
when it is accurately and properly 
m ade—-o n e-h a lf as broad as it is long 
—-the first strip e at th e top red, the 
next w hite, and 
these 
alternating 
colors m ake th e la st stripe red, the 
blue field for the stars being the 
width and square of the first seveii 
stripes. 


The C ontinental congress appoint­ 
ed a’com m ittee to supervise the union 
of the different parts of the national 
flag, and th e follow ing description o f 
theii* d esign and 
significance 
was 
prepared: 


“The stars of the new flag repre­ 
sent the new constellation of stars 
rising in th e w est. 
The idea was 
taken from th e great constellation 
of lyra, w hich in the hands of Or­ 
pheus signifies harm ony. 
The blue 
in the field w as taken from the edge 
of the C ovenanter’s banner in Scot­ 
land, significant of the league coven­ 
ant of th e U nited States against op­ 
pression, 
Incidentally involving the 
virtues o f vigilance, preservation and 
justice. 


“The stars w ere disposed in a cir­ 
cle, sym bolizing the perpetuity of the 
trnion; th e ring like th e serpent of 
the 
E gyptians, signifying 
eternity. 
The thirteen stripes showed with the 
stars the num ber of the united colo- 
cies, and . denoted the subordination 
of the states to the union, as w ell 
as equality am ong them selves. 
The 
whor6 w as th e blending o f the vari­ 
ous flag» o f th e army, and the w hile 
ones of th e floating batteries. 
The 
ie d color, w hich in th e Rom an days 
\»as the sign al of definance, denoted 
daring, and th e w hite purity.”
